
Troopers  Investigating  Shots
Fired Complaint-Dover
Dover- The Delaware State Police are investigating a shots
fired complaint in which an unoccupied parked vehicle was shot
at several times.

The incident occurred on August 8, 2020, at approximately 4:19
a.m., when Troopers responded to the 200 block of N. Governors
Blvd, Capitol Park, Dover in reference to criminal mischief of
a  vehicle.  Upon  arrival  it  was  determined  that  a  vehicle
parked in the driveway of the residence was shot at four
times. The occupants of the home were contacted and denied
observing the shooting and could not provided any suspect
information.  The vehicle was registered to a guest of the
residence, who was from Virginia.  There were no injuries as a
result of this incident.

Several neighbors in the area were contacted and reported
hearing  the  gunshots,  however  they  could  not  provide  any
suspect information.
